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In view of the pudlic interest-in-government finance, the Bureau has pre- 
sared the present bulletin desling with the bonded fndiebtedness of the municipalities 
oF Canada. 


The increase in public indebtedness during recent years has not been con- 
‘ined to the Dominion and provincial governments alone. There are over 4 000 
Municipal governing bodies, with borrowing powers, in Canada classified into, (4) 
tities, towns and villages representing the urban areas, and (B), rvral municipal- 
ities, districts and counties, representing the rural areas. 


| For earlier years provincial reports do not in all instances record the 
manicipal borrowings, but those provinces for which information is available show 
that a large increase in municipal bonded debt has taken place. Taking the year 1914 
48 a basis and comparing the figures with those for 1924, which are the latest 
available for all-pppvinces, the tonded indebtedness of the municipalities of 

Muebec increased/$121,174,268 to $214,260,791; those of Ontario from $195, 357,291 

bo $376,512,002; those of Saskatchewan from $33,804,192 to $51,709,772; those of 
Alberta from $41,656,482 to $70,999,611, and those of British Columbia from 
$92,561,475 to $96,273,987. 


There are of course new monicipalities created from time to time, and 
their activities and developnent account for a certain portion of the growth of 
onded liability, while older municipalities also, especially urban municipalities, 
a largely increased their population in the last decade, Between 1911 and 1921 
the urban municipalities of Canada increased their population from 3,280,964 to 
4. 352,402, or by nearly 33 per cent, while rural municipalities increased from 
3,933,696 to 4,436,761 or by 12.8 per cent. 


The present report consists of fovr tables, Table 1 shows the populations 
as estimated by the minicipalities reporting to their respective provincial gcvern— 
ments for each year from 1919 to 1923, elso the total and per capita bonded indebted- 
ness of, all classes of municipalities. Table 2 shows the total bonded indebtedness 
of urban and rural minicipalities by classes, together with totals for all classes 
for all provinces combined, for yeach year from 1919 to 1923. ‘able 3 shows in 
detail, the bonded debt of municipalities by classes, for each province, in the 
years 1919 to 1923. Table 4 snows the estimated populations of the provinces also 
the total and per capita bonded debt of urban as well as rurnl classes of 
municipalities, 


In comparing the classes of municipalities as between provinces, it must 
be borne in mind that the municipal systems of the several provinces vary with 
regard to the erection and incorporation of different kinds of minicipalities, as 
for example in British Columbia, where eight out of thittysthree cities have a 
population of 1,000 or less, while town menicipalities do not exist. Again, in 
Prince Edward Island, there is no system of rural municipalities, the provincial 
Government administering all public loans and borrowings other than those made by 
the incorporated urban municipalities which number ons city and six towns. The 
Statistics of vopulation and total as well as per capita indebtedness apply only 
to the City of Charlottetown and the towns of Summerside and Montague. The towns 
of Alberton, Kensington and Georgetown had no bonded debt, while no information 
if availeble for Souris. 


Finally, in New Brunswick the municipalities do not report very system— 
atically to the provincial government and incomplete returns largely account for 
fluctuations and seeming decreases of debt in the years under review. i ay 
circumstances no attempt is made to show per capita municipal indebtedness in 
New Brunswick,

A bulletin dealing with bonded indebtedness of municipalities in 
Canada was issued by the Bureau in 1926. It covered the five year period m9L9) = 
‘ts eae In view of the continued public interest in matters pertaining to government 
finance similar statistics for 1924 and 1925, which are the latest available, are 
presented in this bulletin. 


There are aver 4,000 municipalities in Canada divided into urban and 
rural classes, the first represented by cities, towns and villages and the second 
by rural municipalities, districts and counties. Under the control of the mun- 
icipal departments of provinces wherein they are situated each cf these mainicipalities 
has borrowing sowers cf a greater or less degree. Just as the Deminion and pro- 
vincial gcvernments have increased their indebtedness, Ss have the municipal govern- 
ment institutions during recent years. 


The statement by provinces shows that the total bonded debt increased 
in 1924 over 1923 dy $72 ,0C2,386 but showed a decrease of $32,199,451 for 1925 as 
compared with 192e4, The municipalities in the provinces cf Ontario, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta showed a slight decrease for bonded debt in 1925 as compared with 1924, 
while the municinvalities of Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia, Quebec, Manitoba and 
British Columbia have steadily added to their indebtedness from 1919 to 1925. With 
regard to New Brunswick, the returns made to the provincial gov ernme nt from year to 
year are so incomplete that accurate comparability is imvossible and no attempt has 
been made to show ver capita bonded indebtedness. 


The bulletin is made up of four tables, the first dealing with the 
debt of all municipalities revorted in each province, the second showing the debt 
of all urban and all rural municipalities in Canada, the third showing the debt of 
the various classes of municipalities by provinces, and the fourth a summary of the 
total and per capita urban as well as rural municipal debt for each province.

A previous bulletin issued by the Bureau on the subject of the 
bonded indebtedness of the immicivelities in Canada covered the five year 
period, 1919 to 19243. ‘The present compilation covering the years 1924, 1925 
and 1926 gives the latest availeble Statistics for all the provinces, 


There are over 4000 municipalities in Canada divided into urban 
and rural classes, the first represented by cities, towns and villages and the 
second by rural municipalities, districts and counties. Under the control of 
the municipal departments of provinces wherein they are situated, each of these, 
municipalities has borrowing powers of a greater or less degree, 


The bullctin is made up of five tables, the first showing the 
numbers of municipslitics in each province by classes >for 1926; the second 
dealing with the debt of all Municipalities reported in each province; the 
third showing the debt of all urban and all rural municipalities in Canada; 
the fourth Showing the debt of the various Classes of municipalities by 
provinces, and the fifth, a Sumaary of the total and per capita urban as well 
as rural municipal debt for each province, 


The municipal systems of the Several provinces vary considerably 
with regard to the erection and incorporation of the different classes of 
municipalities, as for instance, in British Columbia where seven out of the 
thirty-three cities have a population of 1,000 or less while town munici- 
pelities do not exist. The province of Prince Jtdward Island hag no rural 
municipel systen and the provincial government adiainisters all public loans 
and borrowings apart from those contracted by the seven incorporated urban 
Municipalities, The returns made to the provincial government of New Bruns- 
wick are incomplete frora year to year, particulerly for the year 1925, 
Consequently no attempt has been made to show the per capita bonded indebted- 
ness of that province, 


A brief analysis of the total bonded debt for all classes of 
municipalities reporting throughout Canada showed that there was an increase 
of $32,934,650 for 1926 over 1925. Of this total increase urben municipal- 
ities comprising cities, towns and villages shoved an inercase for 1926 over 
1926 of $29 520,756, while rural municipalitics which comprised counties, 
townships and municipal districts showed an increase of $3,413,892 for 1926

The Bureau herewith presents its annual bulletin on the subject of 
bonded indebtedness of the municipalities in Canada, The statistics deal with the 
year 1928, which is the latest for which information is availawle, 


The municipalities numbering 4,148 in all Canada, are divided into 
urban and rural classes. The first named class represents cities, towns and 
villages, while the second comprises rural municipalities, districts and counties, 
In almost all cases, particularly with regard to organized municipalities, they 
have borrowing powers of a greater or less degree subject to the control of 
provincial government departments supervising or directing municipal affairs in the 
various provinces, 


There are five tables in the bulletin, the first giving the number 
by classes of municipalities in each province; the second dealing with the debt of

The municipal systems of the several provinces vary considerably 
with regard to the erection and incorporation of the different classes of 
Municipalities, as for instance, in British Columbia where eight out of the 
thirty-three cities have a population of 1,000 or less while town municipalities 
do not exist. The province of Prince Edward Island has no rural imnicipal systea 
and the provincial government administers all public loans and borrowings apart 
from those contracted by the seven incorporated urban municipalities, The returns 
made to the provincial government of New Brunswick are incomplete from year to 
year, consequently no attempt has been made to show the per capita bonded indebted- 
hess of that province. 


A brief analysis of the total bonded debt for all classes of 
municipalities reporting throughout Canada showed that there was an increase of 
$29 , 395,077 for 1928 over 1927. Of this total increase urban municipalities 
comprising cities, towns and villages showed an increase for 1928 over 1927 of 
$23,124,958, while rural municipalities which comprised counties, townships and 
municipal districts showed an increase of $6,270,119 for 1928 over 1927,

The Annual Bulletin on bonded indebtedness for the municipalities in 
Canada is herewith presented. The Statistics are compiled from returns made 
to the various provincial governments and the data contained herein is the 
latest for which information is available, 


| There were 4,181 municipalities in Canada in 1929, divided into urban 
and rural classes, Cities, towns and villages represented the urban class, 
while rural municipalities, districts and counties comprised the rural class. 
While the provincial governments have a supervising or directing control of 
municipal affairs, each of the organized municipalities throughout the country 
has the power in a greater or less degree to borrow money in connection with 
‘their municipal debt or public undertakings. 


| There are five tables in the bulletin, the first giving the number by

The Bureau presents its annual bulletin dealing with the Bonded 
Indebtedness of Municipalities in Canada for the year 1930. These statistics 
are taken from returns made by the various municipal governments and répresent 
the latest available informaticn, 


There were 4,207 municipalities in Canada in 1930, divided into 
urban and rural classes, Cities, towns and villages represented the utban 
class, while rural municipalities, districts and counties comprised thé rural 
class. 


Municipal governments possess borrowing powers which are more or 
less under the restriction of their respective provincial governments. Like 
other governing bodies they have used their powers in this connection somewhat 
freely and owing to the economic stress of the present day the statistics will 
be of interest in showing the financial indebtedness of municipal life, 


The Bulletin is made up of six tables, the first giving the number 
by classes of municipalities in each province; the second dealing with the 
debt of all municipalities reported in each province; the third showing the 
debt of all urban and rural municipalities in Canada; the fourth showing the 
debt of the various classes of municipalities by provinces; the fifth, a 
summary of the total and per capita urban as well ag rural municipal debt for 
each province and the sixth showing the total bonded indebtedness of all 
municipalities by provinces for the years 1919-1930 inclusive. 


In Tables 2 and 5 the populations for Nova Scotia and New Brunswick 
are taken from the census returns for 1931, ‘There being no municipal estimates 
of population for these provinces for 1930 the per capita figures are worked 
out on. the basis of the census for 1931.

Similar to the case of the 
federal and provincial governments there has been a popular demand in the 
later years for improvements of public services, such as highways and other 
public works, educational, charitable and social institutions, all of which 
involved heavy expenditures. Wages and the cost of materials following the 
war period were greatly increased and as municipal revenue would not meet the 
charges of these new or improved services debenture issues were generously 
resorted to as evidenced by the statistics given in this table.

te The subject of governmental bonded debt is one of growing interest to 
parliamentariens, economists and students of public finance. The Bureeu issues reports 
dealing with Dominion and Provincial Government Public Finance, and it now presents its 
annual bulletin dealing with Bonded Indebtedness of Municipal Governments throughout 
Canada for the year 1931. These statistics are compiled from the various reports by 
municipalities to provincial governments and represent the latest available information. 


i ee There were 4,£80 municiglities in Canada in 1931 divided into urban and 
rural classes. The urban class consists of cities, towns and villages to which have 
been added some five suburban municipalities in the province of Manitoba while the rural 
classes consist of rural municipalities, districts and counties. 


V4 While the borrowing powers of municipal governments are more or less 
under restriction of their respective provincial governments, such powers have been some- 
what freely used, with the result that there has been a steady annual increase in 
municipal cebt since the Bureau first instituted tnis report in 1919. The demand for 
improvements of public services, such as, highways, educational, charitable, and social

institutions, is largely responsible for the increase in debt. Ordinary revenues of 


municipalities, as is the case in other forms of government, have shown a distinct falling 
off and in order to meet the settlement of old obligations as well as provide funds to 
‘carry out improved services, debenture issues have been generally resorted to. Within the 
last year or two, an unusually heavy expenditure by municipal governments has taken place, 
due to the adoption of emergent meusures to meet the cost of unemployment. 


The Bulletin is made up of six tables, the first giving the number by 
classes of municipalities in each province; the second dealing with the debt of all 
lnunicipalities reported in each province; the tnird showing the debt of all urban and _..., 
jrural municipalities in Canada; the fourth showing the debt of the various classes of 
municipalities by provinces; the fiftn, a summary of the total and per capita urbéen as 
Well as rurul municipal debt for each povince and the sixth showing the total bonded 
indebtedness of all municipalities by provinces for the years 1919-1931 inclusive.

of Nova Scotia, New Brunswick and Manitoba for the year 1931, consequently populations for 
‘these provinces as shown by the Dominion census returns for 1931 have been used in

the case of the provinces of Ontario, Quebec, Saskatchewan, Alberta anc British Columbia. 
stimated municipal populations as given in the provinciel reports for 1951 have been

of the thirty-three cities of British Columbia have a population of under 1,000 while 
town municipalities do not exist. There is no rural municipal system in Prince Edward 
Island and all public loans and borrowings other than those contracted by eight incor- 
porated urban municipalities, are administered by the provincial government. 


The sixth summary table is particularly interesting as it shows 
comparatively the total municipal bonded debt by provinces for the years 1219 to 13516 
In the case of the province of Quebec revised figures have been compiled including schi 
debts which were not shown in previous reports.

The growing interest of the public on the subject of governmental debt in 
Canada has been strongly evidenced by the innumerable requests made to the Bureau within 
the past year for various analyses of this subject. 
_ The Bureau has for some years past published complete statements of Dominion 
and Provincial government indebtedness in its reports on public finance but owing to the 
lack of uniformity as between the provinces in the collection and methods of reporting 
municipal statistics it is difficult to present comparable statements on financial 
Matters of municipal governments. 


| The present bulletin dealing with the gross bonded indebtedness of municipal 
Canada has been compiled from reports made to provincial governments by municipalities 


and represents the latest available information. 
; . é 


mee There were 4,286 municipalities in Canada in 1952 which may be divided into 
urban and rural classes, The first class consists of cities, towns, villages and five 
suburban municipalities while the second class consists of counties, rural municipalities 


and districts. 


| Municipal borrowings are subject to. certain restrictions and control of the. 
governments of the provinces within which they are situated and apparently the borrowing 
powers permitted by the provinces to their municipalities continue to be somewhat freely 
exercised, as the gross bonded indebtedness jinereased in 1932 over the previous year for 
each of the provinces with the exception of Alberta and British Columbia. 


While it may be assumed that those in charge of municipal affairs have en- 
deavoured to curtail expenditures as much as possible the fact remains that economic 
conditions generally have made the collection of taxation revenue a serious problem, 
added to which nearly all municipalities have had te face abnormal charges to meet the 


unemployment situation in all parts of the country. 


There are six tables in the Bulletin, the first showing the number of 
municipalities by classes within each province; the second dealing with the total gross 
and per capita bonded debt and giving tbe population figures employed in arriving at the 
per capita debt. It will be noted that while estimated populations for 1952 are used by 
most of the provinces the figures of the census of Canada for 1951 are employed for the 
provinces of Nova Scotia, New Brunswick and Manitoha owing to the lack of later 


municipal estimates. 


; The third table shows the gress bonded debt divided into urban and rural 
lasses of municipalities.

The fourth table shows the gross bonded indebtedness of each class of munici- 
pality by provinces. 


The fifth table, compiled for the first time, shows the sinking funds held by 
classes of municipalities in each province at the end of 1932. These sinking funds are fo; 
the purpose of offsetting the gross bonded debt. It will be noted that the large bulk of 
sinking funds are held by the cities. For the villages and rural municipalities of 
Saskatchewan no sinking funds are shown while in Alberta no sinking funds are given for 
towns, villages or municipal districts. 


The sixth and final table, shows the gross total bonded indebtedness of all 
classes of municipalities in each province for the years 1919-1932 inclusive. The sinkin 
funds held against this gross bonded indebtedness is only at present available for the 
year 1932 as shown in table 5.

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GROSS BONDED INDEBTEDNESS OF URBAN AND RURAL MUNICIPALITIES - 1933. 
Introduction 


The Bureau has for some years published a bulletin dealing with the gross 
bonded indebtedness of urban and rural municipalities by provinces, the information 
being compiled from the reports made to the provincial governments by the various 
| municipalities throughout Canada. The tables herewith presented cover the year 
1955 and represent the latest available information. 


There were 4,296 municipalities in Canada in 1935 divided into urban and 
rural classes. The first class consists of cities, towns, villages and five sub- 
urban municipalities, while the second class consists of counties, rural 
municipalities and cistricts. 


The provincial governments continue to exercise certain restrictions and 
control of borrowings by the municipalities situated within theiz respective 
| provincial areas, but the yearly increase of bonded indebtedness since 1925 
| indicates the more or less free use of borrowing powers by municipalities to meet 
| their expencitures and debt requirements. While there are decreases in the 
| provinces of British Columbia, Alberta, Saskatchewan, Ontario and New Brunswick in 
1933 as compared with the previous year, the increases in the other provinces more 
_ than offset the reduction. 


Municipal governments, in general, have endeavoured to curtail 
expenditures during the depression period, but the unemployment situation and 
relief problems fall heavily upon them and no doubt explain to a large extent the 
increase in this branch of governmental indebtedness in the later years. 


A special table is included in the report showing the sinking funds held 
_ to offset the gross bonded debt.

For some years past the Bureau has compiled an annual bulletin 
giving summary statements of Municipal Bonded Indebtedness by Provinces, 
with a further analysis dividing it into urban and rural. The present report 
bevers the year 1936. 


The information has been compiled from the various provincial govern- 
ment reports and summarizes the returns from 4,308 municipalities throughout 
Canada of which number 1,628 consisted of GEnee (cities, towns, villages and 
suburban), and 2,380 of ee municipalities. 


The unemployment situation and relief problems in recent years have 
weighed somewhat heavily upon municipal governments particularly in the larger 
urban centres. This condition together with a growing demand for local improve- 
ments and increased educational and public services is largely responsible for 
an increase from $729,000,000 for all provinces in 1919 to over $1,353,000,000 
in 1936. 


Table 6 gives an historic survey depicting the increase of Gross 
Total Bonded Indebtedness of all municipalities by provinces from 1919 to 1936. 
There are, of course, Sinking Funds held by almost all municipalities offsetting 
this debt, but unfortunately, owing to the lack of uniformity in reporting in 
earlier years, the Bureau at present is not able to provide this information 
accurately. Table 5, however, does give the Municipal Sinking Funds held, 
which partially offset the Gross Bonded Debt, at the close of the year, 1956. 
The Bureau is endeavouring to obtain information concerning Sinking Funds held 
for earlier years for inclusion in the next annual bulletin.

The Bureau presents its annual bulletin showing summary statements of 
municipal bonded indebtedness by provinces covering the year 1957, Additional 
tables are given which separate urban from rural bonded debt, as well as the 
sinking funds in each case. 


The final table of the bulletin shows the gross total bonded indebted- 


ness of all municipalities in each prevince for the years 1919 te 1357 inclusive. 


The increase from $729,000,000 in 1919 to $1,337,000,000 in 1937, has been 
largely due to the growing demand: for local improvements, the increase in edu~ 
cational facilities, the expansion of public and social services and in later 
years the municipal charges to provide for unemployment and relief problems. 


The tables represent the latest available information and have been 
compiled from the various provincial government reports dealing with municipal 
activities throughout Canada, They summarize returns from 4,517 municipalities, 
of which 1,634 were urban (cities, towns, villages and suburban) and 2,683 rural 
municipalities.
